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REMARKS 

The claims have been amended by rewriting claims 1 and 25, and canceling claims 8, 18- 
23, and 28. Claims 1-7, 9-17, and 25-26 remain in the application. 
Reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph : 

Claims 1, 18, and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

These claims have been amended or cancelled, and should now be in proper form. 
Claim Rejections ■ 35 U.S.C, § 102(e) : 

Claims 18, 21, and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C § 102(e) as being clearly anticipated 
by Ghori et al (6,243,772) 

Claims 18-23 have been cancelled, claim 25 has been rewritten to include subject matter 

deemed allowable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 103 : 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ghori et al in 
view ofKalluri et al (U.S. Patent 5,937,331). 

Claims 19-20 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ghori et al in view ofHubbe et al (U.S. Patent 6,667,748). 

Claims 22 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ghori et al. 

Claims 1, 4-5, 15 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ghori et al in view of Racket (U.S. 6,282,322).
